Liner Undamaged in Hudson 
River—Continues Trip to 
Europe.

NEW YORK, Sept. 6. — The 


liner Leviathan, swung out of its 
course by a strong tide, rammed 
two barges in the Hudson River 
as it departed for Europe today 
with. 538 passengers. The liner 
was undamaged and continued to 
sea. 

One of the barges, fouled by the 
port anchor of the liner, was 
dragged several hundred feet down 
the river, overturned and sunk. 
Three men leaped to safety from 
the two barges, owned by the Cen- 
tral Railroad of New Jersey.

Commodore Cunningham for sev- 
eral years had used only William 
McLaughiin, who, he said, was the 
only man competent to handle the 
biggest thing afloat, with a draft 
of 36 feet, in the New York hare 
bor. 

This summer, when the associa- 
tion assigned another pilot to the 
task, the Commodore brought the 
ship in himself, as he is qualified 
to do. He continued this proced- 
ure each time a pilot was assigned. 
After several conferences he settled 
with the association and since the 
first of August has accepted the 
pilot assigned. 

Pilot Frank D. Wall was on the 
bridge today when the accident oc- 
curred.

STREETS OLED 
~ WATHOUT BIDS 


$14,865 Spent by Commis- 
sioner Connors for Im- 
provement of 118 Miles 
of Roadways. 


One hundred and eight miles of 
unimproved streets in East St. 
Louis were oiled during July and 
August by the Department of 
Streets and Public Improvements 
without specifications being pre- 
pared, competitive bidding, or ap- 
proval by the City Council, as re- 
quired by law. 

The purchase and spreading of 
the oil amounted to $14,865.52 for 
237,848 gallons of oil at 6% cents 
a gallon. The job was given to

Louis Gasoline Co., by John _ T. 
Connors, Commissioner of Streets 
and Public Improvements. 

An Illinois statute provides that 
contracts for public improvement 
or maintenance, involving $500 or 
more, must be based on specifica- 
tions and approved by the City 
Council. . 

Connors’ Explanation. 

Connors said yesterday the work 
was not awarded on competitive 
bids because it had been his orig- 
inal intention to oil a few streets 
which would not have cost $500, 
but that after the work was start- 
ed he received numerous requests 
from property owners all over the 
city and finally ended up with oil- 
ing all the unimproved streets. He 
said that the proposition had been 
disclosed in the council during a 
caucus and no other commissioner 
objected. 

Ernest also received the contract 
this year to oil the roads in St. 
Clair County under the supervision 
of the County Highway Depart- 
ment. The contract on record 
specifies a maximum amount at 
an agreed price but no minimum. 

Connors said the same procedure 
could have been followed by the 
city and competitive bids secured 
on a similar specification. 

“We just didn’t do it,’’ Connors 
said. “I knew that Ernest was 
properly equipped, since he holds 
contracts with several Illinois 
counties, and I gave him the work. 
The price is right, and five inspec- 
tors rode the distributing trucks 
from the tank car to the streets, 
directed where the oil should be 
put, and checked every gallon by 
the truck capacity. Actually, the 
city only purchased a truckload at 
one time, which in no case amount- 
ed to $500.

Connors holds a ticket from the 
company for « ch truckload show- 
ing the amount, where distributed, 
and signed by an inspector. 

No test was made of the oi] and 
no test was requested from the 
State Highway Department, which 
offers such service free. The 
County Highway Department 
makes a double check test, one at 
the refinery and a second at the 
car. Connors said his inspectors 
reported all the oil was of the 
same grade. 

The grade of oil bought by the 
city from Ernest is designated un- 
der State specifications as “E-4,” 
a heavy grade of oil. The oil con- 
tracted by the county with Ernest 
is designated as “‘E-3,” a medium 
grade, at $5.28 a hundred gallons. 

Ernest is being paid from a 
street fund provided for in the 
general tax assessment annually. 
For the past two years this fund 
has been increased by a_e special 
tax amounting to $50,000 annually 
for maintaining streets and sewers.

TRIESTE, Italy, Sept. 6.—After 
a week of stirring court scenes, the 
Fascist regime in Italy today saw 
the execution of four more of the 
Jugo-Slavian terrorists d uring

At dawn today four prisoners 
were.Jed out to a parade ground, 
strapped in chairs and, amid a 
glittering array of Fascists, were 
put to death by a firing squad of 
56 soldiers. 

The executions were under a law 
of 1928 providing a special tribunal 
for offenses against the security of 
the state and the Fascist govern- 
ment. 

In all cases where executions 
have been enforced under this stat- 
ute the prisoners have been shot 
the morning following the passing 
of sentences. Those executed to- 
day were among 18 tried for of- 
fenses ranging from the spreading 
of subversive literature to supply- 
ing military secrets to Jugo-Slavia, 
and 13 murders.

: Eareeeaston, is on the road again 
at 76, but this time he isn't march- 


ing. He is traveling in a bright red 
and yellow truck that looks like a 
circus wagon and, when its calliope 
is going, sounds like one, too. He 
stopped for a short visit in 8t. 
Louis yesterday on his way home 
to Massillon, O., from a speaking 
tour in the West. 

At his own expense, the “Gen- 
eral” is still campaigning against 
unemployment and for a revision 
of the money and credit system, 
which, he contends, is throttling 
the American people through the 
heavy interest burden it imposes on 
the merchant, the farmer, the man- 
ufacturer and the. consumer in 
general. Interest, he declares, is 
the cancer which is sapping the life 
of the nation. No man escapes, he 
points out, not even thé smallest 
taxpayer, because a large percent- 
age of the money he pays in tazes 
goes for interest to bondholders, 

Coxey’s method of getting a 
hearing is that of the medicine 
show. He selects a prominent 
street, parks his well-labeled truck, 
turns on the calliope motor and lets 
human curiosity take its course. 
When a good crowd has assembled 
he steps out on a rear platform 
and delivers a speech. He is ac- 
companied on the trip by a chauf- 
feur and a mechanic. 

On his present tour, which ex- 
tended as far west as Howard, 8. 
D., he is speaking in behalf of a 
bill, now pending before Congress, 
to provide legal tender money, at 
cost of printing, for employmént 
of the unemployed by states and 
subdivisions thereof.. Under his 
plan, communities, such as counties 
or school districts, might issue 
non-interest bearing 25-year bonds 
to be deposited with the Govern- 
ment as security for issuance of 
money at cost of printing or coin- 
age. He contends the plan might 
be extended further so that rail- 
roads and other utilities or indus- 
tries may Obtain Government loans 
on a similar basis.

Peiping Legation Asks China to 
Investigate Attack on Rock- 
éefeller Institution.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—A de- 
mand on Chinese authority by the 
‘American legation at Peiping for a 
complete investigation of a bomb 
explosion in the Peiping Union 
Medical College offices was relayed 
today to the State Department. The 
explosion, Wednesday, seriously in- 
jured a Chinese clerk employed at 
the college, which is supported by 
the Rockefeller Foundation. 

The State Department was in- 
formed that two bombs were in @ 
suit case left at the hospital two 
days previously. As the case was 
opened to determine its ownership, 
the legation report said, one bomb 
went off. A third unexploded bomb 
was found in a doorway. 

The legation reported it believed 
the bombing was not directed 
against any individual, but was “‘in- 
tended as a demonstration against 
the institution.” 

A state Department explanation 
said: . 

“There has recently been much 
criticism, some of it in the Chinese 
press, of the hospital for such well- 
known practices as transfusion of 
blood and autopsies which are be- 
lieved by the masses to be in the 
naturo of sorcery, and this criti- 
cism may have provoked the bomb 
outrage.”

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Dairy Farmers and Government Loans. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
RE dairy farmers going to be ex- 


ploited through the present drouth 
loan arrangements being sponsored by 
the Government? 

Farmers should consider this matter 
very seriously before borrowing any of 
this money. The farmer must remem- 
ber (assuming that he is able to get in 
on this loan deal, which a very great 
many probably will not be), that he has 
no guarantee as to what he is going to 
have to pay for the feed he buys with 
the money he borrows through these 
Government agencies. Much of this feed 
is, or will be, in the hands of moneyed 
speculators who may exact prices for it 
that will make the farmer worse off 
from having the loan and buying the 
feed than if he faces his situation now 
and works his own way out. 

A dairyman can pay a certain price 
for feed and break even, but if he has 
to pay a higher price he is bound to 
lose money, and if the price of feed is 
sufficiently high, which seems a strong 
possibility, the dairyman may actually 
lose in his winter’s operations, between 
the cost of his feed and the returns from 
his product, more than the amount of 
his loan, and will still have the loan to 
repay. 

On the other hand, most dairy farm- 
ers, by selling, even at a sacrifice, some 
of their low producing cows, can feed 
the remainder of the herd through the 
winter, and in the spring have a more 
profitable producing herd and be much 
less in debt. True, this might result in 
reducing dairy products, but the surplus 
of the past year has made the business 
unprofitable, and dairy farmers are well 
deserving of a higher price for their 
product, which ts another loss they may 
sustain as a result of being enabled to 
borrow money to buy feed for low pro- 
ducing cows. 

I think the Government, the Farm 
Board and the local loan boards should 
be very slow in recommending that 
dairy farmers accept these loans when 
there is no contro] as to the prices they 
may have to pay for the feed they buy. 
If we are not careful, practically all] of 
this vast sum of money will find its 
way into the tills of the specuiators, and 
the farmer will simply be exploited by 
accepting a Government plan he thought 
was going to help him.

tailed statement of her expenditures would seem, 


her voluminous and meticulous report of disburse- 
ments might be offered as conclusive evidence that 
she did recognize the Senate’s authority to demand 
this information. 

The Newberry decision, if it may so be styled, was 
also employed by William S. Vare of Pennsylvania in 
the aftermath of the notorious “golden primary” of 
1926. Senator Borah fairly riddled the legalistic ob 
jection. 

Mr. Borah insisted that the primary, as now op 
erated, is an integral part of the election. The sub 
stance of his argument was this: May a candidate 
spend money in any amount in a primary, secure the 
nomination by such means, and, because he conforms 
to the requirements in the election, may he come to 
the Senate with clean hands and must the Senate 
accept his certificate of election as a clear and valid 
title? 

The point, in our opinion, does not have to be 
labored. Yet it is pertinent to observe that in a 
state, say, like Pennsylvania, where the Republican 
nomination for the Senate is almost equivalent to 
election, the primary is, obviously, the real contest, 
and a nomination obtained in such circumstances by 
the corrupt use of money, or by the expenditure of 
money in an amount which sound public policy must 
condemn, inescapably tainte the certificate of elec- 
tion. ‘ 

If Ruth Hanna McCormick wins the election as 
Senator from Illinois, she will face a fight on her 
right to a Senate seat because of the expenditures 
in her behalf in the primaries and, conceivably, in 
the general election. Supporters for that fight may 
well be gained by any admission that she has 
hired detectives to shadow Senator Nye. There is 
no doubt that the Senate’s pre-election investigation 
of campaign expenditures, through the select com- 
mittee of which Senator Nye is chairman, is a legiti- 
mate exercise of its constitutional functions. 

The Constitution provides (Article 1, Section 5) 
that “Each House shall be the judge of the elections, 
returns and qualifications of its own members, 
and . - May determine the rules of its proceed-

The 
charge was that he had whipped Negro soldiers under 
his command, and bribed prospective witnesses 


against him at a military court by giving them circus 


tickets.

The trouble in the South American Republic seems 
to revolve around the personality and actions of the 
80-year-old Irigoyen. Irigoyen is a pronounced ec 
centric who has built up an enormous following 
among the poor. He scorns to live in the presiden- 
tial palace, maintaining a modest apartment over a 
corner cigar store. He is charged with showing open 
contempt for members of his Cabinet and with using 
dictatorial methods with the Legislature. Argentine 
officials who have attempted to see the President on 
state business have been informed that he was too 
busy, only to discover that Irigoyen had been listen- 
ing for hours to the troubles of some poor working 
man. Known to be unfriendly to the United States, 
Irigoyen last April refused to participate in an ex- 
change of greetings with Mr. Hoover when the lat- 
ter inaugurated a radio telephone service between 
North and South America. Careless of dress and 
manner, impatient of the formalities of public life, 
of great physical stamina despite his age, Irigoyen 
is at the same time one of the most hated and 
idolized: men in public.life. 

Perhaps the faetor that has precipitated the latest 
outbreak against El Hombre (the man), as Irigoyen 
is known, is the economic situation. The value of 


last year, and a corresponding tumble has been taken 
by cattle and wheat prices. Argentine foreign trade 
has fallen off, due, it is said, to El] Hombre’s refusal 
to appoint Ambassadors in 10 of the world’s principal 
nations, including the United States and Germany. 
This refusal is occasioned by the presence of an 
antagonistic majority in the Argentine Senate, wich 
has the power to confirm appointments. 

Another source of unrest has been Irigoyén's al- 
leged interference in the government of the states 
which comprise the Argentine, whose political struc 
ture is similar to that of the United States. It is 
claimed El Hombre has used the power of the Fed- 
eral Government to overturn hostile administrations 
in half a dozen states. Because of the insistence of 
Irigoyen that every authorization for public funds 
be examined and approved by him, the banks de 
clined to discount Government paper, and many per- 
sons to whom the Government was indebted were 
forced into bankruptcy. It is also charged that El 
Hombre paid out $35,000,000 illegally for appropria- 
tions, including pensions to retired employes. 

So runs the bill of particulars. As in the case of 
President Leguia of Peru, recently ousted from of- 
fice, the countries of South America séem to be 
wearying of the old-fashioned type of conquistadore, 
preferring government by constitutional methods. 
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THE HAZLITT CENTENARY. 

So far not even from Lendon, where William Haz- 
litt spent most of his life, has come word that there 
will be an observance of the one hundredth anniver- 
sary of his death. It would be strange if the date, 
Sept. 18, went unnoticed when so many literary fig- 
ures of lesser importance have been objects of mé- 
morial occasions.

Harold F. Sheets, a director of 
the Vacuum Co., in charge of for- 
eign trade, testified: a 
“We were unable to find any 
company where the duplication of 
facilities, overlapping of sales, and 
general lineup of business with our 
business,. was so complementary 
one to the other as with Socony. 
There is overlapping, but in very 
limited areaa.”’ 
Sheéts told of the developments 
which had made it a business ne- 
cessity to handle gasoline and 
motor oil at the same retail estab- 
lishments. He defined an integ- 
rated company, in the oil business, 
asa “A self-contained unit with its 
own resources in crude, pipe line 
facilities, refineries, and marketin 
organization with distributing fa- 


cilities.” By this definition, he said, 


Socony was an integrated company, 
Vacuum’s 
producing facilities, he said, were 
so small that it had to purchase 90 | 
per cent of the crude oil it used. 


New Combine Would Rank 3d. 


Government lawyers, crosgs-exam- 
ining Sheets, asked him if the 
merger would not -.esult in the 
creation of a company. “second only 
to Standard Oil of New Jersey.” He | 
replied that he was not certain 
that Standard Oi! of New Jersey 
was the largest company, Royal 
Dutch Shell being a rival in size. 
Asked whether the Socony- 
Vacuum combination might rank 
next to these two, he said: “I hope 
so.” The production figures showed 
that fhis hope was based on the 
growth expected after consolida- 
tion, as not only the two companies 
named, but Gulf, Standard of In- 
fiana and probably Standard of 
California exceed Socony-Vacuum 
in crude oi] production, and Stand- 
ard of New Jersey, Shell and 
Standard of Indiana exceed Soc- 
ony-Vacuum in refining capacity. 
“In the event the merger takes 
place,” Sheets was asked, “what 
plans are contemplated regarding 
acquisition of other companies?” 
He replied that there were no oth- 
er plans, other than “a genera) 
program to protect the business 
values’ of the merged concern. 

“Hasn't there been discussion be- 
tween the officials of these com- 
panies regarding the acquisition of 
other companies?” Sheets was 
asked. “No to my knowledge,” he 
replied. 

“Did you ever hear of a discus- 
sion regarding the acquisition of 
the Shell company?” “No; never 
heard of any such discussion.” 

“Would it surprise you if such a 
suggestion were seriously made?” 
“Well, we are very ambitious.” 
The last reply brought a general 
laugh. : 

Sheets testified that, because of 
the tendency of other companies to 
push their own products exclusive- 
ly in service stations, the Vacuum 
company had lost, in the last feur 
years, 19 per cent of its sales points 
in the United States. Foreign trade 
was the largest part of the Vacuum 
company’s business, he said, and 
gains there had compensated the 
company for the situation in the 
United States. He said the earn- 
ings of Vacuum for 1929 were be- 
tween $36,000,000 and $37,000,000, 
and that all but $4,200,000 of this 
amount came from foreign coun- 
tries. 

Vice President Speer of Socony 
told of the plan to make a nation- 
wide company, to @eperate in every 


¢/| state, as his company does not at 


present. At least two companies, 
he said, were now operating in 
every state. He told why, under 
these conditions, a company with 
a narrowr range of business was 
at a disadvantage. 


Seeks Nation-Wide Business. 


“A great deal of our business Is 
with tourists,” he said. “‘When our 
customers from’'New York and 
New England go to states where 
we are not in business, we lose the 
sale; and motorists come to New 
York and New England from where 
Socony gasoline is unknown, and 
are likely to ask for Texas or Guif 
gas, and we don’t get the sale. We 
have been advertising in a maga- 
zine, with a world circulation, and 
to get the benefit of that, we must 
extend our area of ‘operations. It 
is our ambition, whether a lauda- 
ble one or not, to make Socony & 
ration-wide company. 

The Government lawyers asked 
both Sheets and Speers if the for- 
eign bumness of the two companies 
could nor be combined, a thing not 
forbidden by the 1909 decree.

the form of making every visitor 
to any’ small town where the op- 
portunities for amusement are few 
a member of the local casino or 
city club. The hotel, proprietor is 
empowered to issue a card to 
everyone as soon as he registers 
and to prevail upon him to make 
what use he wants of the Casino’s 
facilities. The Spanish attitude 
toward a stranger is also devoid 
of suspicion or hostility. Some 
Frenchmen assume that every 
American ig either a nuisance or a 
legitimate object of petty extortion. 
It takes an unusual combination of 
circumstances to change that atti- 
tude. The Spaniard is vague 
about your nationality. He thinks 
you are French or English but 
when he finds out the truth it 
doesn’t make any difference. His 
is not the type of mind that would 
hold the individual American fre- 
sponsible for the acts of his gov- 
ernment or the general tendencies 
of American culture. He is not 
véry much interested in abstrac- 
tions or. broad issues anyhow. 
Which is one of the reasons, per- 
haps, why most Spaniards are not 
extreme patriots and why they will 
tolerate abridgements of their civil 
rights. 

I have said that the ordinary 
Spaniard’s respect for human dig- 
nity finds a logical expression in 
an invariable courtesy to his 
friends and a gracious attitude to- 
ward strangers. I believe that it 
also tends produce a cértain 
refinement of thought and con- 
duct in all classes. There are oth- 
er influences at work in Spain 
which counteract this tendency 
and as a result there are plenty 
of social phenomena which would 
hardly be classifid as refined. 

Nevertheless one encounters a 
surprising number of small ges- 
tures and actions which suggest a 
consistent delicacy of feeling and 
which lead to agreeable experi- 
ences. 


A Twilight Stroll. 


Once in Albacete, a small and 
prosperous town in the province of 
Murcia IJ was invited to take a 
stroll in the park at the twilight 
hour just before dinner—that is to 
say between 7:30 and 8:30—when 
the whole town turns out for a 
promenade. The place was over- 
run with children and as children 
under the age of 12 in Spain are 
invariably beautiful it was more 
than ordinarily entertaining to sit 
on. a bench and watch tkem tum- 
bling, shouting and letting them- 
selves go generally. A particular- 
ly attractive group circled about 
our party and we concentrated 
Upon them. After a while a ven- 
dor of ices came by rolling his 
cart and one of our party ex- 
pressed the desire to buy some for 
the children. The vendor com- 
es this invitgtion to the 

children. They immediately went 
into a huddle to consider the mat- 
ter. Finally a spokesman stepped 
out from the group and said they 
would be glad to accept the gen- 
tleman’s kind offer but they would 
only take the small portions. 

Evidently they had been torn 
between the desire to make the 
most of a windfall on the one 
hand and not to appear greedy on 
the other. Then, too, they were 
probably reluctant to seem wun- 
grateful to this kindly disposed 
stranger. The acceptances of the 
small portion satisfied all their 
scruples and discharged all the 
amenities of the occasion.

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Charles H. Tuttle during his in- 
vestigation of Judge Vause that the 
jurist had received @ mere $253,- 
000.from a large steamship eom- 
pany at the time this concern was 
negotiating fpr city pier leases. 
With his limited Federal facilities 
Mr. Tuttle was never able to prove 
how the money was actually split 
up after ft passed’from Judge 
Vause’s bank accounts. Everybody 
concedes, of course, that it was 
some form of graft. 

Several other interesting side- 
lights were cast around Judge 
Vause during the investigation of 
his company. For instance, it was 
testified that Austin H. Montgom- 
ery, who served a Federal prison 
term. for blind pool swindling, had 
sat on the bench with Judge Vause 
occasionally. 

Mr. Tuttle also showed that 
Judge Vause received a free trip 
to Europe from the company which 
paid him $253,000 for the pier 
lease proposition and, incidentally, 
that the same concern provided 
free passage to Burope for a rela- 
tive of Mr. McCooey, the Brooklyn 
political leader. Mr. McCooey, how- 
ever, was never in any way linked 
with Judge Vause’s finance com- 
pany, and the leader was never 
connected with the pier leases and 
the $253,000 payment. 

The Board of Standards and Ap- 
peals was next in order. This body 
had been the subject of more un- 
favorable comment and discussion 
than any other three city depart- 
ments. William A. Walsh, chair- 
man of the board, was mentioned 
in almost all the attacks. So were 
William F. Doyle, a horse doctor, 
who was eminently successful in 
obtaining permits of various kinds 
from the Walsh board. 

An Unusual Kind of a Horse Doc- 
tor. 

One day in a New Jersey bank- 
ruptcy hearing a woman testified 
she paid the good horse doctor 
$6000 to get her a gasoline sta- 
tion permit from the board. The 
payment was made in New York. 
The United States Attorney's office 
checked Dr. Doyle’s accounts to 
see if the payment had been in- 
cluded in his income tax, because 
the woman had also testified that 
Dr. Doyle, according to her under- 
standing, would have to give part 
of his fee to “someone else.”” That 
split fee proposition aroused the 
Federal Prosecutor’s office to a 
point not reached before in any in- 
come tax case. 

What the United States Attor- 
ney finally found about Dr. Doyle’s 
income for several years proved 
really astounding to the populace. 
Who would have thought that Dr. 
Doyle in a few years had collected 
nearly $1,000,000 in fees, as the 
Government alleged. 

The Federal Prosecutor endeav- 
ored te make the good horse doc- 
tor tell with whom he had split 


fees. After considerable delay, Dr./. 


Doyle was sentenced to 30 days in 
jail for contempt of court when, 
after Court had directed him to do 
so, he refused to tell who got the 
splits. He has appealed that sen- 
tence. 

Finally Dr. Doyle was indicted 
on charges of perjury in making 
out his income tax for 1927 and 
1928, and with failing to make a 
complete return for 1929. The Fed- 
eral Judge presiding at the trial 
threw out the 1927 and 1928 counts 
for lack of jurisdiction in this, the 
Southern Federal District of New 
York. He held the case belonged 
in the Eastern District, .which takes 
in Brooklyn. 

A jury acquitted Dr. Doyle of the 
perjury counts, but disagreed on 
the 1529 income-tax payment. Now 
the good horse doctor faces retrial 
in this district, and a new trial on 
the 1927 and 1928 counts in the 
Brooklyn district. 


Chairman William A. Walsh of 
the board fell quickly after Dr. 
Doyle. Walsh faces trial on indict- 
ments returned both in the Federal 
and the New York County State 
Court. In the Federal Court fhe 
charge is that Walsh also failed to 
make a proper income-tax return 
for one year. 

The Government proved that 
Walsh had received $30,000 from 
one Fishhooks McCarthy, a name 
well known in political circles. Fish- 
hooks obtained important conces- 
sions from the Board of Standards 
and Appeals. Walsh, who resigned 
during these disclosures, explained 
that it was merely a “‘loan.” 

In the State Court the former 
chairman has been indicted under 
the statute which forbids a public 
official to accept gratuity. What 
the State hopes to prove is that 
Walsh accepted an apartment at an 
annual rental of $1400, whereas 
this apartment was scheduled to 
rent for about $4000 yearly. The 
apartment building in question was 
erected only through a @ecision by 
the Board of Standards and Ap- 
peals on a zoning question... But, it 
was explained on behalf of Mr. 
Walsh, this set of circumstances 
had nothing to do with his leasing 
the apartment for $1400 a year. 
No, it was only a “bargain” made 
on his part. 


Somewhere in the recent history 
of New York City scandals the 
Rothstein case should have an im- 
portant part, not alone because the 
police failed to catch and convict 
the murderer, who is still, so far as 
the records go. unidentified. George 
McManus, another gambler. was ar- 
rested and tried for the murder. 
but the case against him was so 
weak that the Judge refused to per- 
mit it to go to the jury. 

There will always be a convic- 
tion in some quarters that Mc- 
Manus Was arrested solely as a 
move to quiet the criticiem of the 
police and of the District Attorney's. 
office under Joab H. Banton. 

Lent to Leaders. 

The most angie of 
the Rothstein case probably will 
always remain a mystéry. Shortly 
after his death the State and Fed-

dered gambler’s papers, and it was 
asserted that iis files contained 
much damaging information against 
politicians and some Judges.

Where the present series of 
scandals, as capped by the pass- 
ing of $10,000 ffom Mrs. Bertha 
Ewald, wife of the magistrate, to 
Martin J. Healy, will end nobody in 
political circles dates to predict. 
Many expect a legislative investiga- 
tion which, if competenly conduct: 
ed, will rival the exposurse of thei 
Boss Tweed era. 

As a matter of record the Fed- 
eral . officials investigating the 
Healy-Ewald case have been told 
that Ewald had been negotiating 
for a Supreme Court Judgeship. 
the price being set at $70,000 and 
$90,000. The © information they 
have, however, is not pertinent to 
either the mail fraud charge 
against Ewald as a result of his 
connection with the Cotter-Butte 
Mines, nor is it valuable in the in- 
quiry seeking to prove that the 
$10,000 received by Healy was in- 
come and not a “loan,” as ths 
principals agreed in the Stato ’ 
grand jury investigation, which re- 
sulted in nothing. 

All the disclosures revolve chief- 
ly around Tammany Hall, mostly 
because Tammany is the dominat- 
ing party. Perhaps the situation 
might be equally bad if the Repub- 
licans controlled the city to the 
same extent that they control some 
of the State counties. One Federal 
Judge in the Southern New York 
district resigned rather than face an 
impeachment trial, but no major 
political characters were involved 
in his case. His chief associates 
were nonpolitical friends. A Fed- 
eral Judge in the Eastern New 
York ditsrict also was roundly 
censured by the House of Repre- 
sentatives Committee, but the fig- 
ures involved in his case were 
former law partners. 

Governor Was Helpless in Case. 


The Republican leaders in the 
city and State for the last nine 
months have been talking about a 
legislative investigation for New 
York City, but they failed to carry 
through with such a threat. In 
the last session the Republican ma- 
jority of the Legislature passed a 
bill to appoint a committee to in- 
vestigate the city. The Governor 
vetoed this measure, pointing out 
to the Legislature that it had the 
power to authorize such an inquiry 
if it saw fit. The Republican lead- 
ers declined to accept the alterna- 
tive. Democrats, on the other hand, 
charged that the bill that was 
passed was merely désigned to “put 
the Governor in a hole.” 

Since Gov. Roosevelt was to run 
again this year, the Republican 
strategy undoubtedly was to ¢ex- 
pect an executive veto and thus put 
the responsibility, if bigger scan- 
dals developed, on the Governor. 
They knew that if he approved the 
bill he would incur the wrath of 
Tammany Ha!!, whose support he 
cannot lose and be re-elected. 

Various demands have been made 
on the Governor for a city investi- 
gation since the Legislature ad-’ 
journed, it being pointed out to the 
Governor that he authorized inves- 
tigations in strongly Republican 
counties, and therefore he could 
not claim that to investigate New 
York City would be violating. the 
home rule laws. 

In virtually all replies to these 
demands the Governor returned 
that there was no indication that 
the investigating and prosecuting 
machinery in New York City had 
broken down, and therefore he 
would not act in New York City 
matters until such a condition was 
proved to him. His answers to the 
statements that he had authorized 
investigations in Republican coun- 
ties were that in each case specific 
charges had been made, whereas 
those against the New York City 
government were only general. 

Now the Governor has inter- 
vened, He did so after District At- 
torney Thomas T. C. Crain failed 
to impress a grand jury that Ewald 
and Healy should be indicted for 
jcb buying. This intervention came 
after Mr. Crain apparentiy had 
washed his hands of the case, and 
then had decided overnight. that 
the failure of the grand jury to in- 


fore he purposed to continue bis 
activities. The District Attorney's 
new plans suddenly were baited by 
the action of Gov. Roosevelt of ap- 

pointing Attorney-General Hamil- 

ton Ward, Republican, to super- 

cede Mr. Crain.

States Attorney Tuttle, who 
ig actually responsible fdr all the 
political disclosures mentioned 
here, with the exception of the City 
Trust case, is the leading Repub- 
lican gubernatorial possibility. At- 
torney-General Ward also is prom- 
inently mentioned for the nomina- 
tion. The politicians are theoris- 
ing that this was an excellent move 
on the part of the Governor, since, 
in effect, Mr. Tuttle would be pitted 
against Mr. Ward. This, however, 
is only political gossip. 

, One thing is certain. That is, 
the support Tammany will give 
Gov. Roosevelt this year will be 
weakened by hig interference. 
True, Tammahy would 10 times 
rather have Gov. Roosevelt than, 
say, Mr. Tuttle, but some of the 
braves in the Hall just won't coun- 
enance such interference. How 
much this will affect the Gov- 
ernor’s chances for re-election is, 
of course, inestimable. Tammany 


Hall, as a whole, undoubtedly will 


support him, but even the leader of 
the Hall cannot control all the 
district leaders, and the district 
leaders can’t control all their 
henchmen and NMeutenants. 

Mr. Healy was supended by 
Mayor Walker from his Depart- 
ment of Plant and Structures fob 
without pay after the district lead- 
er had refused to testify before the 
Federal grand jury about the 
Ewald “loan” on the grounds that 
answers might incriminate or de- 
grade him. Later Mr. Healy re- 
signed his municipal post. 

Mr. Healey, however, has not yet 
resigned as a Tammany leader. But 
he will shortly. Mr. John F. Curry 
will see to that in his unobtrusive 
way. Not that Curry has any de- 


‘sire to pose as a model of civic vir- 


tue, but only because he has no 
use for a leader of Healy’s ilk. 

We already have pictures of 
Mayor Walker and George W. Ol- 
vany, former Tammany leader, 
stating to District Attorney Crain 
that Ewald was appointed without 
political considerations, the ap- 
pointment being made on the in- 
dorsement of a German-American 
society. That may be true, but it 
is a singular example indeed in 
Tammany politics of where an ap- 
pointment is made without the dis- 
trict leader from which the ap- 
pointment is to be made being con- 
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sulted by the leader of Tammany 
Hall, who in turn would forward 
the name to the City Hall with the 
proper indorsements. 

Mr. Olvany said he did not con- 
sult Healy about the appointment. 
But on the other hand John J. 
Mara, Tammany leader of the 
Twenty-third Assembly District, 
told: the Federal grand jury that 
Olvany requested him to indorse 
Ewald, which he refused to do “be- 
cause I did not know the man.” 
Most politicians assume that Healy 
did indorse’ Ewald, The circum- 
stances seem to point that way. 

In addition to the Healy-Ewald 
case the situation disclosed by the 
Federal authorities concerning City 
Marshal Cash and Healy goes right 
into the City Hall. These facts 
have only recently been disclosed, 
and there is no way of telling now 
where they may lead. 


Ousted Marshal Has Theory. 

Mr. Cash in 1928 got himself 

a little trouble. Having dealt with 
politicians all his life Mr. Cash ‘went 
to his district leader, who was of 
course Mr. Healy. The City Mar- 
shal, who was under suspension on 
‘charges of extorting the formidable 
sum of $1.58, wished to have his 
suspension lifted In erder to com- 
plete a couple of sales of goods he 
had seized before being ded. 

“Go see my man in City _ 
said Mr. Healy. By my man in the 
City Hall, Mr. Healy meant Thomas 
J. Tommaney ,a clerk to the Board 
of Aldermen, who has lately re- 
signed. Mr. Tommaney has also 
figured as a go-between in the pass- 
ing of the Ewald $10,000, 

Mr. Tommaney arranged for lift- 
ing Mr. Cash’s suspension on twé 
occasions. The first time Mr. Cash 
bought Mr. Tommaney an $80 suit 
of clothes. On the second occasion, 
according to Mr. Cash, he gave Mr. 
Tommaney five $20 bills. 


Mr. Charles F. Carrigan, aasist- 
ant to Mayor Walker, who had sus-} 
pended Marshal Cash along with a 
number of other marshals, granted 
the suspensions. Mr. Carrigan 
finally removed Mr. Cash.

HE exact date of the beginning 
Tor the theatrical season can be 

reckoned in various ways. Of- 
ficially it begins Aug. 1. Individu- 
ally it begins, for each producer, 
author or actor, when he fires the 
first gun of his own making. For 
the onlooker, it does not begin un- 
til a play appears that can be as- 
signed a B-grade at least.

storehouse with more speed than 
usual. It reflects also the inroads 
of the talkies. Large houses such 
as the Winter Garden were lost to 
the legitimate stage and their seat- 
ing capacity turried over to the 
picture people. 

Although the employment among 
actors showed a decline of 862 peo- 
ple, or about 13 per cent under the 
1928-'29 figure, it was not as seri- 
ous as most people expected. Dur- 
ing the last season The Billboard 
files show that 5719 players were 
involved as against 6581 during the 
1928-'29 season. The classification 
for the 1923-’30 season shows that 
2865 of these appeared in dramatic 
production and 2854 in musicals 
as against 3175 and 3406, respec- 
tively, during the 1928-"29 season. 
Thus it is seen that the heaviest 
loss was in the musical shows. Al- 
though these genera! figures give 
some idea of the condition prevail- 
ing last season, they, by no means, 
present an accurate, detailed pic- 
ture. Many of these players ap- 
peared only once during the sea- 
son and the -high percentage of 
failures shows that many of them 
had engagements tetaling but a 
few weeks. 

Six less producing officers were 
involved last season than during 
1928-'29 when 166 were recorded. 
This is due to the fact that several 
of the leading producers laid off 
because of conditions. This allowed 
the “fly-by-nighter” to creep in 
more easily than usual. 

The unusually high mortality 
rate last season becomes particu- 
larly alarming on close examina- 
tion. Although 87 per cent of the 
175 dramatic shows that opened 
and closed between Aug. 1, 1929, 
and July 31, 1930, were failures, 
127, or 76 per cent of the 167 dra- 
matic premieres closed within five 
weeks. This is a noticeable in- 
crease over the figure for the 1928- 
"29 season when 83 out of the 169 
dramatic premieres closed within 
five weeks. Thirty-five of the

When the 
case moves up he should summons 
or arrange for hig witnesses, and, 
when the case is assigned, have 
the court clerk telephone him of 
such assignment, giving him not 
more than a half hour to be in 
court.

I am afraid we failed to 
clearly distinguish between the 
two and have practically classified 
all work as judicial, which mani- 
festiy is a mistake.

Two indictments charging embez- 
zlement were re-urned here late-to- 
day by a county grand jury against 
Forrest C. Cochran, head of the 
Liberty Trust Co., which failed last 
spring with an undetermined loss 
tto depositors. 

The first. indictment accuses 
Cochran of embezzling $20,000 
rom the Women’s Christian As- 


zation whose funds were handled 
by the Liberty Trust Co. Associa- 
tion officers reported Cochran's 
company held $240,000 of its funds 
intended for charity work. The sec- 
ond indictment charges embezzle- 
ment of $18,000 from the same as- 
sociation. 

The Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion operates the Margaret Klock 
Armour Memorial Home for Aged 
Couples and the Gillis Orphan

The Liberty Trust Co. closed last 
April 18 after an auditor for the

[proximately $146,000 of the asso- 
ciation funds entrusted with Coch- 
ran and presumably invested in 
specific securities. 

The State Finance Department 
found the trust company accounts 
in good shape except those of the 
Women’s Christian Association and 
five or six investors, most of them 
personal acquaintances of Cochran, 
who had given him relatively small 
amounts for mortgage investment.

SEWER DISTRICT SUPERVISORS

Asked to Drop Work, They Say 
Area Tax Wiil Be Necessary if

Rather than collect a prelimina- 
ry tax on an area basis to pay for 
preparing plans for the St. Ferdi- 
nand Sewer District, the Board of 
Supervisors would prefer to wait 
until bonds for construction are is- 
sued and pay preliminary expenses 
from these funds, it is stated in a 
letter to the Board of Aldermen of 
Ferguson which is included in the 
district. Taxes to retire bonds will 
be levied on a basis of benefits and 
damages. 
A majority of the 18,000 proper- 
ty owners of the district would pay 
a preliminary tax of from $1.50 to

A steady decrease in the number 
of delinquent boys and girls who 
passed through the Juvenile Court 
each year was noted in a report is- 
sued yesterday on the department's 
activity for the five-year period 
from 1925 to 1929, prepared and 
anlyzed by Jesse P. Smith, Chief 
Probation Officer. 

In 1925 the number of delin- 
quency cases was 1219, while in 
1929 the number was 749, a de- 
crease of almost 50 per cent, the 
report said. The greater majority 
of offenders in 1929 were between 
the ages of 13 and 17, a condition 
uftiformly true of both boys and 
girls, white and Negro. Boy de- 
linquents numbered 517, girls 232; 
white boys 315, Negroes 202; white 
girls 136, Negroes, 96. 

All but 34 of the juvenile of- 
fenders were children of native- 
born or naturalized parents, while 
Negroes, constituting about 9 per 
cent af the population, contributed 
25 per cent of the delinquency. 

Sixty per cent of the white chil- 
dren came from so-called broken 
homes where separation, divorce, 
desertion or death had occurred. 
Classified by religions, 552 of the 
delinquents were Protestants, 173 
Catholics, 6 Jewish and 18 had no 
religion. 

The greater number of boy of- 
fenders were charged with larceny 
or “incorrigibility,” while the most 
frequent offense of girl delinquents 
was immorality. 

Almost half of the delinquents, 
331, were placed under probation; 
126 were sent home with a warn- 
ing; 60 were sent to the Missouri 
Reformatory; 110 to the Bellefon- 
taine Farms School for Boys; 18 
to the Meramec Hills School for 
Girls; 29 to the Girls’ Reformatory 
at Chillicothe; 29 to the Girls’ Re- 
formatory at Tipton: seven to the 
St. Louis Training Schoo] for Fee- 
ble-Minded Children; seven to pri- 
vate institutions and six to the City 
Sanitarium.

Louis and infest probably 10 per 
cent of the buildings in and near 
the city, A. F. Satterthwaite, Gov- 
ernment entomologist at Webster 
Groves, said yesterday. 

Basing his opinion on the un- 
usually large number of persons 
reporting termites in their homes 
recently, he added that $100,000 
would be a conservative estimate 
of the annual damage done by the 
insects here. His opinions, he ex- 
plained, are necessarily guesses, 
since the termites, working in 
darkness in tunnels inside beams 
or woodwork, are seldom discov- 
ered until they have wrought -heavy 
damage and often are not recog- 
nized and reported when found.

‘The test was 
made over average city streets with 
up and down hill conformation, 
part of the test being on Fiorissant 
avenue and a small part through 
O’Fallon Park. 

“The test was'made with a care- 
fully measured one-half gallon of 
gasoline. This was fed to the car- 
buretor from 2 separate tank 
which I personally saw filled with 
an exact half-gallon. On this one- 
half gallon the car made exactly 
12.6 miles, which would be equiv- 
alent to 25.2 miles on the full gal- 
lon. The test was made with Mr. 
H. A. Hale of your company driv- 
ing. There was no coasting and no 
slipping of the clutch at any time, 
The average speed maintained was 
30 miles the hour. The third pas- 
senger was Mr. Guy Yeldell of the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

weather bureau records can show, was 
set on last July 28, when the official 
Government thermometer on the top of 
the 22-story Railway Exchange Build- 
ing registered 108 degrees in the 
shade. Wall thermometers both in and 
cutside the city recorded much high- 
er tomperatures than this. The high- 
est previous mark was a fraction over 
107 degrees, set on July 25, 1901. Not 
much difference between 107 and 108 
degrees, of course, but records are 
records. 


LL things considered, there 

seems to be little to choose 

among these three blazing, red- 
hot years. While this summer 
brought the highest single temper- 
ature mark, the year of 1901 had 
the hottest week ever recorded in 
St. Louis, and 1881 had the greatest 
number of days on which the temper- 
ature reached 100 degrees or more. 
There were 18 such days in 1881 and 
15 in 1901. This summer had 17. The 
“hottest week’ was July. 20 to 27, 
1901, when the average temperature 
was 92.6 and the daily maximum read- 
ings were 101, 106, 107, 106, 107, 99 
and 97. The week of August 2 to 8, 
inclusive, this year, ran a close sec- 
ond with an average of 90.1 and daily 
maximums of 96, 103, 195, 98, 192, 
103 and 105. August of 1881 holds 
the record as the ‘‘hottest August’ 
and 1901 is usually regarded as the 
‘hottest summer,’ taking the season 
as a whole. So honors may be even 
after all. In any event no other record- 
ed year in St. Louis has approached 
these three in number of days with 
hundred-degree temperatures. In 39 of 
the 60 years covered by the weather 
bureau records, the mercury never 
reached 100 at all and in most of the 
other 21 it remained there only two 
or three days. 

In one other respect besides drouth 
and soaring temperatures this summer 
established a record that stands with- 
out precedent—in St. Louis at least. 
That was in- the number of park sleep- 
ers—men, women and children——driv- 
en from their homes by the heat of 
oppressive July and August nights. 
Sleeping on the ground in parks or 
elsewhere is not a new practice, of 
course. They were doing it in 1881 
and 1901 and long before that when 
summer nights grew too hot for com- 
fort indoors. But never before in St. 
Louis did they appear in such armies. 
During July and the 
first half of August, 
except for a few com- 


paratively cool nights, yor 
the park sleepers num- “sth, 


bered 15,000 or more 
every night. And this 


As comrades in arms against a com- 
mon adversary—heat—the_ sleepers 
were friendly as a general thing, and 
considerate of each other's field rights, 
but now and then tempers, strained 
to the snapping point by the heat, gave 
way” under petty irritations. One 
sleeper on the City Hall lawn, where 
large numbers of homeless men 
bunked nightly, persisted in snoring 
s0 loudly one night that he was 
stabbed and seriously wounded by a 
Negro whose slumber he had dis- 
turbed. 

From many other parts of the coun- 
try also there were reports of odd 
crimes of violence apparently trace- 
able only to ill temper or aberration. 
There were numerous instances of 
murder or suicide by persons crazed 
by the heat. Reports of street fights 
and domestic quarrels which got into 
police court indicated the strain im- 
posed on nerves by the high temper- 
atures was largely responsible. Even 
household pets were noticeably cross 
and there was much ill] feeling in 
evidence among animals of the Zoo. 
Strangely, the tropical animals seemed 
most affected. The big jungle cats 
paced to and fro in their cages in 
querulous and belligerent humor. 
Apes chattered and swung in their 
cages, hurling themselves against the 
bars and cuffine their cage mates. 
Many a playful scuffle wound up in 
an ill-tempered brawl. 


EALTH aspects of the heat 

wave as affecting human be- 

ings, however, were far bet- 
ter than those of 1901 At any 
rate, records of death from heat 
prostration in the two years would in- 
dicate this to be true. With a popu- 
lation of around”“600,000 in 1901, St. 
Louis had 239 such deaths, 219 of 
which were in July. This summer. 
with a population of more than &00.- 
N00, the city recorded 133 such deaths, 
the month of July taking a toll of 98. 
The number in both years, of course, 
was far in excess of the toll of other 
years. Last year, for example, had 
cnly five such deaths; there were 
seven in 1928, four in 1927, 11 in 
1926, 21 in 192° and only one in 
1924. But what accounts for the wide 
difference in the totals of 1901 and 
1930, seasons which were very much 
alike in prevalence of high tempera- 
tures and drouth? 

Dr. Max C. Starkloff, Health Com- 
missioner, believes the 
difference is largely 
due to the fact that 
people know better 
how to live and take 
care of themselves 
than they did in 1901.

HEN death came, at the age of 93, to Gen. Anton von Gal- 
gotzy, onetime military commander in Hapsburg, Austria, it 
stilled a tongue.which won more battles for the doughty old 
warrior than his sword. More amusing anecdotes surround 
his name than that of any other personality of the old mon- 
archy for he was an audacious yet not unkindly wit. The in- 
carnation of mili- 
tary pride and 
spirit, he not only gibed the General 
Staff, terrorized bureaucratic war min- 
isters and snubbed imperial archdukes, 
but leveled shafts of irony at his em- 
peror, Franz Josef. + 
Bureaucrats and the General Staff 
were Galgotzy’s favorite targets. He 
refused to hide his contempt for offi- 
cials who did nothing but ‘‘scribble 
orders,’’ as he termed it. When he 
was serving on a recruiting commis- 
sion and examined a man who pro- 
duced a doctor’s note certifying defec-. 
tive mentality he muttered: 
*‘Mentally unfit, eh? Well, he’d 
make a great one for the General 
Staff.’’ 
Once, while he was still a colon- 
el, he participated in army man- 
euvers and had to take orders 
from a General Staff Major. The 
Major, as a strategist, was a failure 
and most of his orders resulted in 
confusion. Finally he led his unit in- oe , | a. 
to the face of a supposedly murder- (ie e - \y! 
ous artillery fire. When Galgotzy saw 4% prt 
him galloping at the head of a column 
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he shouted: 

“Take your time, Major. You're 
riding into retirement.” 

Naturally, such comments drew a 
protest from headquarters. When he 
bluntly called a certain colonel an ass 
something had to be done about it. 
He was ordered to make a public apol- 
ogy to the injured officer. Galgotzy 
obeyed punctiliously. Donning his 
parade uniform, he stepped to the 
front of the troops and, saluting the 
Colonel, said: 

“T’m sorry I called you an ass.” 

An hour later, meeting the Colonel 
at the military casino, Galgotzy re- 
iterated his apology, adding: 

“But I still think, Colonel, that you 
made a mistake in asking for a public 
retraction." 

“Why?"’ was the reply. 

‘Because,’ answered Galgotzy, ‘‘un- 
til now only you and I knew that I 
thought you were an ass. Now the 
whole army knows it. 

When Galgotzy went tq Bosnia as 
commanding general he needed a new 
uniform. To emphasize what he had 
often said, that only tailor-made offi- 
cers of the General Staff wore tailor- 
made uniforms, he sent to a Vienna 
firm specializing in ready-to-wear 
apparel the following telegram, which 
every newspaper in Central Europe 
promptly printed: “ 

“Send immediately two uniforms 
for a medium-sized genéral.”’ 

As a matter of fact, Galgotzy was 
the worst-dressed general in the 
Austro-Hungarian army. He hated 
to don his parade uniform, and even 
on state occasions would appear in 
his everyday ‘‘waffenrock.’’ Once he 
was invited to a dinner given by the 
jovernor of Bosnia at his palace in 
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Rev. Carl C. Walker.

KANSAS CITY, Missouri. 
T’S ALL the way you look at it, 
(1.is living in an age of modern 
miracles. Either you believe in 
them, or you don't. Thousands 
of followers of the Rev. Carl C. 
Walker in Joplin and Kansas City 
have believed in his faith healing in 
the last seven years. But here the 
other day leaders of his congregation 
performed a miracle that scarcely was 
a part of his doctrine. They rose to an 
emergency and paid his alimony. And 
they interrupted an auction of furni- 
ture and other chattels from Walker's 
tabernacle in doing it. 
Walker's life seems to be becoming 
a divine tragedy—or maybe it's a 
divine comedy. He was heard of 
in Joplin in the summer of 1923 when 
he built a big frame tabernacle to seat 
six thousand persons or more. During 
a six weeks’ series of evangelistic meet- 
ings there, more than two thousand 
human beings, weary of spirit and to 
some extent broken in the flesh, pro- 
fessed to have been benefited by his 
‘“healing’’ services. Walker would 
preach and pray and hundreds would 
hit the trail to alleged health and hap- 
piness. Persons who formerly claimed 
to be deaf, crippled or otherwise af- 
flicted testified as to his healing pow- 
ers. Crutches and canes, discarded by 


which aida her 
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“converts’’ were piled high in the tab- 
ernacle, mute evidence to persuade 
others to flock to this modern ‘‘mir- 
acle’’ man. But he took unto himself 
no personal glory. 


“It’s the work of Jesus Christ,” hé . 


would say. ‘‘Get the faith, that’s all 
that’s necessary. God only heals the 
faithful ones through me.’ I do not 
do it and do not want to be known as 
a healer. If one is sincere, God will 
heal.’’ 

So plausible seemed this line of ar- 
gument that even orthodox preachers 
from various denominations were con- 
vinced. When Walker closed his Jop- 
lin meetings and came to Kansas City 
in the fall of 1923, Baptists, Metho- 
dists, Congregationalists and Presby- 
terians joined in his support although 
he insisted his creed was non-secta- 
rian. They helped him erect another 
big wooden tabernacle seating 7500 
persons at Thirty-first street and In- 
diana avenue. Throngs flocked to 
him. The street car company adver- 
tised him widely and increased its in- 
come in fares for many months. 

Churches began to look on him with 
some doubt, yet they realized he prob- 
ably was doing some good and no 
harm, so he kept the tabernacle pret- 
ty well filled as an established meet- 
ing house. He hired an urchestra and 
organized a choir and his wife helped 
him run the proceedings. 

Then in October, 1926, his wife, 
Mrs. Jessie B. Walker, at that time 
30 years old, sued for divorce and was 
granted a default decree. Her petition 
stated they were married April up 
1912, at Riverside, California, and

lived together until August 30, 1926. 
She charged that the evangelist had 
an ungovernable temper and on nu- 
merous occasions ‘‘became violently 
angry and cursed.’’ She alleged that 
Walker owned property valued at $50,- 
000 and that he earned $12,000 a year 
from his ‘‘fatth healing.’’ 

She did not ask alimony—not then— 
saying her husband had made a proper- 
ty settlement with her, including a 
home in Joplin. They have no children. 


ESPITE this lack of faith on 
[) =: Walker’s part and Walker's 

failure to heal the matrimonial 
breach, he kept up his meetings, now 
again in Joplin. ‘Three months later 
they were remarried. The ‘‘faith heal- 
er’’ was on his way to New York to sail 
to the Holy Land and other points 
East. Their sudden reconciliation was 
looked upon by friends of both as no 
small miracle in itself. Mrs. Walker 
was ill in bed in Kansas City and just 
before her ex-husband's departure for 
New York he went to bid her goodby 
and to pray for her health. 

“God forgives us freely; why should 
we not forgive each other freely?’’ she 
asked Mr. Walker and he saw the logic 
of the argument. ‘Have you a steam- 
er trunk, Carl?’ she then asked him. 

“Yes. Why?’’ 

“Well, can’t you squeeze me into

The slate of the past was wiped 
clean. He left for New York that 
night. She followed the next night. 

But last February Mrs. Walker 
again went to court and filed suit for 
divorce. She stated that the same 
“violent temper’’ and “abusive lan- 
guage” that had won for her the pre- 
vious divorce was the cause of her 
more recent petition. She said that 
life was ‘‘unbearable”’ with the evan- 
gelist and asked that her maiden name 
be restored. Also she asked alimony 
this time and got $50 a week. Some- 
thing then seemed to put a crimp in 
Walker's prosperity. He slumped bad- 
ly with the alimony payments. So late 
last July, while the man of faith 
was conducting services elsewhere, 
Mrs. Walker hired a big moving 
van and caused it to back up to the 
big tabernacie’s front door. Then 
she had the men take-out a load 
of alimony, consisting of one hand-

“But one day a week, I have one 
of the other women come early enough 
to get breakfast so that she, too, may 
have a morning in bed if she wants 
it. This should be every person's priv- 
{lege.’’ 

Many are the types and tempera- 
ments which this system brings into 
the field of housework. One assfst- 
ant who was with Mrs. Alsop for three 
years was a graduate of Oxford Uni- 
versity in England. She had come to 
this country to experiment in domestic 
labor and while with Mrs. Alsop, work- 
ing on this morning and night ahift, 
she was taking a course in landscape 
gardening at Harvard. 

‘The project has been worked out to 
a high degree of proficiency in New 
York,’ Mrs. Alsop continued. ‘‘There 
a Bureau of Scientific Housekeeping 
has been established. 

“Where her services are desired. a 
supervisor visits the household. She 
goes over the domestic arrangements 
and works out schedules, then sends 
the necessary number of women tu do 
the work as she has planned it. 

“She also continues her supervision 
of the establishment and every little 
while visits the place to see that all is 
going as it should. Of course, this ls 
the highest type of efficiency. And 
all these workers are employed as 
mine are. No meals, no carfares, ex- 
tra pay for extra work, and they are 
called ‘Mrs.’ or ‘Miss.’ 

“The plan is not economically sound 
for the woman who employs only two 
or even three assistants. It will cost 
more than her old way. If she em- 
ploys four or more assistants and runs 
her house scientifically she will save 
on her housekeeping expenses

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Missouri. 
F THOSE two old 
patched-up steam- 
shovels hold out a 
little longer and 
thogee ancient 
wheezing trucks 
can keep out of the 
bone-yard for an- 
other month or so, 
the job will have 
been completed down to the banish- 
ment of the last load of eypbbish. It is 
virtually completed now. There re- 
mains only a bit of polishing up to do. 
So far as practical purposes are con- 
cerned, the Southeast Missouri State 
Teachers’ College has accomplished 
what it set out to do four years ago 
without a chance (so observers said) 
of success. 

Relying on its own resourcefulness, 
its own equipment and its own labor 
and without a cent of help from State 
appropriations, it has converted an 
abandoned and unsightly rock quarry 
into one of the most presentable ath- 
letic plants in the country, with sta- 
dium, field house, playing field and 
even a quarter-mile#running track. 
The field house has been in use for 
three years. The stadium and ath- 
letic field are nearing completion and 
will be ready for dedication Oct. 3. 
Whatever happens in the _ football 
game with Carbondale that day, it will 
still be a day of triumph for the Cape 
Girardeau Teachers. 

In these days of football prosperity, 
stadiums are taken generally as a mat- 
ter of course. Big universities build 
them right along and without much 
skimping or sacrifice. But big uni- 
versities have big student bodies and 
big alumni associations to whom they 
may look for subscriptions. They have 
appropriations for athletic expansion. 


HEY usually have handsome 
prospects, too, for big earnings 
from football. The Southeast Mis- 
souri State Teachers’ College had none 
of these things. Its student body is 
small. So is its alumni association. 
And its appropriation for stadium 
building projects was exactly nothing. 
But it wanted a stadium. So while oth- 
er colleges were building stadiums 
with money, this energetic little insti- 
tution set to work and built one with 
whatever came to hand—-and that did 
not include any considerable quantity 
of cash. The principal thing that came 
to hand was the old deserted Matteson 
Terrace rock quarry. 

To look into that debris-ridden 
crater yawning there in the center of 
the city and see a stadium and foot- 
ball field must have required extraor- 
dinary vision, but people who know 
him well say that Dr. Joseph A. Sere- 
na, president of the college, has ex- 
hibited that characteristic ever since 
he came here nine years ago. From 
the outset he has been  foreseeing 
needs and finding ways and means to 
finance them when the State Legisla- 
ture failed, as it usually did, to pro- 
vide for them in its appropriations. It 
was he who first saw the possibilities 
of the quarry and it was he who car- 
ried the construction program through 
to a successful finish. 

By economy, homely methods and a

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bit of ingenious financing, 

he held the total cost down 

to a figure which probably 

will not exceed $100,000 

when everything is accounted 

for. Usually such undertakings 

are spoken of in terms of noth- 

ing ‘less than half a million. 
Usually after a working fund 

has been raised by subscription, 

or possibly appropriation, a stadium 
company is formed and bonds are is- 
sued to raise the balance. In this in- 
stance, however, the project was com- 
pleted without the organization of a 
company or the issuance of a single 
bond, and of the $100,000 total, $88.- 
600 already has been raised. Here is 
how it was done: 

Subscriptions from students, alumni, 
faculty members ana townspeople to- 
taled $6600. Sales of rock from the 
quarry brought in $5000 and earnings 
from hiring out one of the steam 
shovels added $1000 more. Student 
fees which could: be used for the pur- 
pose, and earnings from the college 
farm, provided $23,000. On unsecured 
notes signed by President Serena and 
the Board of Regents, the college then 
borrowed $53,000 from local banks. 
Already $16,000 of this loan has been 
repaid and prospects indicate 
$10,000 more will be paid from 
football proceeds the first year. 

A football field, a field house 
and a stadium were three of Dr. 
Serena's pet projects from the 
time he arrived here. 

The Teachers’ College 

-—it used to be called 

the Cape Girardeau 

State Normal School— 

had never owned any one 

of these now impor- 

tant adjuncts. For its athletic con- 
tests it had borrowed the fairgrounds 
Outside the city. In this there were 
manifest disadvantages. The grounds 
were too far out, to begin with. It 
was hard to get a crowd out-there and 
hard to collect from it after it got 
there. About half the spectators 
usually walked in by avenues other 
than the gate or stood around the 
fence and watched the game from the 
outside. Besides, the spirit of a team 
Playing in borrowed fairgrounds is 
quite a different thing from that 
shown by a team playing in its own 
stadium. A stadium was a real need. 
so President Serena began looking 
about for a suitable tract which might 
be acquired for a moderate sum. The 
search finally led him to the rock 
quarry, 

It was not the adaptability of the 
crater to football purposes that sug- 
gested itself at first, but rather the 
quarry’s ideal location. Besides being 
in the center of the city, it adjoined 
the college property on the south. It 
was only a block off the main street 
and was directly in front of the col- 
lege administration building, the ten- 
nis courts lying between. It was read- 
ily accessible and it was cheap. The 
five-acre tract could be bought for 
$10,000. 

But how could that jagged, yawn- 
ing abyss be converted into a playing 


field? President Serena thought he 
Saw away. So he stood the town on 
its head by purchasing for the South- 
east Missouri State Teachers’ College 
an abandoned rock quarry. He says 
now the whole community thought he 
was a candidate for an early hearing 
before the lunacy commission. 

The new property did appear to be 
a white élephant at first. Very few 
were there who thought it could ever 
be made into an athletic field. 


HIRTY years ago it had been 

in active operation as a lime 
quarry, but it had been aban- 
doned eventually because residents 
of the neighborhood complained so 
much about the blasting that rocked 
their homes. The old lime kilns fel] 
into decay and the pits became clut- 
tered up with all manner of debris and 
rubbish, Great holes- from which 
limestone had been removed gapped 
here and there all over the area. Some 
of them were 40 feet deep—40 feet 
below the main quarry bed which was 
itself about 60 feet below the rim. 
Between them rose jagged promi- 
nences of rock which had been left 
as unfit for use and there were sey- 
eral “‘islands’’ covered with soil and 
brush thickets. To make a playing 
field out of such a no-man’'s-land 
would require the leveling off of the 
whole quarry bed. The brush would

have to be cut, the “islands” would 
have to be blasted out and hauled 
away, the depressions would have to 
be filled and the margin on the bluff 
side nearest the college, cut back a 
hundred feet or more all the way down 
the length of the field. 

It was a formidable job to be 
tackled by a college president with no 
engineering experience, a job. that 
might have been worthy of a Panama 
Canal crew of excavators. But Serena 
was versatile, as later events proved. 
Aided by Vernon Chapman, superin- 
tendent of buildings and grounds, he 
pitched into the task with a crew of 
about 20 jack-of-all-trade laborers, re- 
cruited from divers sources. There 
could be no hiring of contractors with 
expensive equipment. He would have 
to rely on home talent labor and such 
equipment as he could assemble. 

About the first thing he did was to 
buy up half a dozen broken-down 
trucks for about $50 apiece. Some of 
them were rescued from the junk-yard. 
Some were virtual wrecks. But from 
those which were hopelessly beyond 
redemption he got enough spare parts 
to put the others in running order. 
He bought two old steam shovels, cast 
off by highway gangs, and patched 
them up in the same manner, drawing 
on his motley crew of workmen for 
mechanical talent. 

Indeed, he drew on that gang for 
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about any kind of talent that hap- 
pened to be needed. When wood cut- 
ters were wanted to cut off the quarry 
brush he had them. When dynamite 
handlers were required for blasting 
out those bluffs of limestone he had 
them also. A former Frisco fireman 
became an expert at operating a steam 
shovel. A former garage worker be- 
came an expert truck ‘“‘nurse’’ and was 
able, so Dr. Serena says, to get as 
much service out of those old wrecks 
as the average driver can get out of a 
new machine. A former road worker 
got to be an expert handler of dyna- 
mite and did all the blasting. 


ND all phases of the job’ were 
J\ posse by Chapman. Dr. Sere- 
na gives him a lot of credit. 

As the work went forward, all 
turned their hands to other trades 
with equal dexterity. When the field 
house was going up they became 
structural steel workers, carpenters 
and stone masons for a time. When 
the stadium was begun they became 
concrete mixers. With actual construc- 
tion work now finished, they are do- 
ing the plumbing and _ electrical} 
wiring. 

After four years of Struggle with

pacity of 6000 is likely to be over.

Eventually another unit of the 
stadium is to be built along thar 
side of the field, and finally, if foot- 
ball flourishes and conditions re. 
quire still further extension, a third 
unit will be erected across the west 
end of the field, forming a _ horse- 
shoe. This @oid now is being graded 
and covered with rip-rap. 

The stadium was designed by the 
St. Louis architectural firm of Jamie- 
son and Spearl. Even though it appears 
small in comparison with some of the 
vast bowls which have been built 
around other university football! 
fields within the last 1° 
years, it is a handsome 
and rather impregpive edl- 
fice for a meat ah 
small.college which during 
the regular session has only 
about 700 students. The 
entire structure is above 
ground and on the street 
side there are seventeen 
Gothic type arches, besides 
the large main entrance 
The parapet wall over the 
entrance is 36 feet above 
the level of the base and 
the remainder of the sta- 
dium wall is 27 feet above 
ground. The unit is 41° 
feet long and there are 25 
rows of seats, to which 
access fS gained by eight 
ramps.

There 
was the summer home of Fred Green 
Carpenter, the artist, and Kocian and 
Pickard made the journey to inspect 
some murals Carpenter was doing for 
the Capitol. 

There was surprisingly little polit- 
ical interference, or attempted inter- 
ference, Kocian says. In only one in- 
stance. and that a minor one, did cer- 
tain individuals attempt to influence a 
decision of the commission. But of- 
fice-holders in the Capitol were very 
free with their advice 


in Jefferson City who appointed 

himself critic of the work as it 
progressed. He was especially fond of 
telling the artists, as they painted, his 
views of their work. While Richard 
Miller was at work on the panel in the 
Senate chamber, ‘“‘Benton at St. Louis,”’ 
this man held forth at length on the 
merits, or rather lack of them, of the 
painting. When he paused for a mo- 
ment, Miller said, “Now there are @ 
number of things wrong with this 
painting but it happens you haven't 
discovered them.

From time to time amusing things 
occurred. One legislator objected 
to the large Fountain of the Cen- 
taurs, the work of the sculptor Adolph 
Weinman, on the score that the smal! 
sea-urehins were unclothed. They were, 
he cried aloud to the assembied House. 
a disgrace to the State of Missouri. 
But his resolution to have them 
removed was quickly tabled and 
buried. 

Kocian felt a pardonable pride on 
the day on which the commission was 
able to inform the Governor that its 
duties were ended. He could look up 
at the dome, at the glow of the Brang- 
wyn murals, and fee] that he had had 
a part in making the Capito] the har- 
monious whole that it is. In Kocian’'s 
opinion the Brangwyn murals rank 
second in the United States. He would 
place first those by Puvis de Chavannes 
in the Boston Library. However, 
critics and artists from New York who 
have seen Brangwyn'’s work. believe 


nn 
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that it should take rank as the finest 
example of mura) painting in Amer- 
ica. 

For 11 years the commission had 
served without compensation and with 
their report they turned in to the Gov- 
ernor an expense account that for 
economy will probably stand as a rec- 
ord for a long time. Experts who have 
viewed the Capitol decorations in th¢e 
light of their cost have said that the 
State got in value at least four times 
the price paid. 

This was thanks largely, of course, 
to Kocian’s shrewd knowledge of art 


values. It is a knowledge that has 
been built up by 30 years of experi- 
ence. Kocian literally grew up in the 
business, starting as & general utility 
boy. The firm -of Noonan-Kocian was 
founded in 1893. Kocians partner 
died 10 years later. Since then Kocian 
has been the entire firm. 

It is a business, he says, which is 
only moderately profitable, but ex- 
tremely congenial. It has brought him 
in contact with two interesting groups, 
the collectors and the artists. He 
serves as middie-man This is one 
phase of hie work. As well, he trades 
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in paintings of various periods and in 
art objects of every kind. 

Scarcely a day goes by but that 
someone does not visit him to offer 
a superb painting for sale—unques- 
tionably a Rembrandt. These offer- 
ings are almost without exception 
worthless, paintings by third-rate art- 
ists or pictures painted in response to 
a certain vogue long since forgotten. 
But because of the exceptional chance, 
the one time out of a hundred or a 
thousand chances, Kocian never pass- 
es up an opportunity to view these pic- 
tures. Two or three times he has 
made remarkable ‘‘finds.”’ 


NCE an elderly woman came in 
() tell Kocian of a portrait of her 

grandmother that she wanted to 
sell. She was obviously in meager cir- 
cumstances. The prospects, Kocian re- 
flected, did not look good. He put off 
visiting her home and finally forgot 
about the portrait. But the woman 
called him by telephone to remind 
him of his promise, made three years 
before. That much time had elapsed. 
She seemed so very anxious to have 
him see the picture, that he visited 
her home a week later. 

It was a tumble down house in one 
of the suburbs of the city. The 
front door sagged on its hinges, every- 
thing was rundown. ‘Well, I've wast- 
ed my time again,’ Kocian thought 
as he stopped his car in front of the 
house. And the interior did not in 
anyway reassure him. But in a little 
back room, littered and grimy, a paint- 
ing hung on the wall, a portrait. 

Kocian looked at it with a shock of 
surprise. He scarcely dared to be- 
lieve his own eyes. He studied it more 
closely. Yes, it was unquestionably a 
Gilbert Stuart, a very fine Stuart of 
the best period, the portrait of an ex- 
traordinarily beautiful woman. After 
considerable negotiation Kocian pur- 
chased it from the owners. That pic- 
ture now hangs in an Eastern gailery 

Again, a laborer came in to offer 
some pictures and art objects for sale. 
Kocian visited a humble home and 
saw some good things of modest value, 
Rookwood pottery, a print ortwo. But 
in an obscure corner he discovered a 
rare etching, a trial proof of Seymour's 
‘‘Sheermill Pond.’ The owner ex- 
plained that this had been in the house 
with the other things when he moved 
in and the previous occupant had told 
him to “throw all that junk away. 

But for one “find’’ such as this, 
Kocian must view @ hundred; two hun- 
dred chromos, ‘‘flower-pieces,’’ dread- 
ful examples of nineteenth century art 
so-called, at its worst. 

Like all other dealers of any impor- 
tauce, Kocian has fostered the work of 
certain artists. This has long been a 
practice of the trade. The deaier 
stakes everything on one or two art- 
ists. They make contracts with these 
artists for all their work. Sometimes 
they sell it as it is finished, usually 
they do not. 


URAND-RUEL, head of one of 
D= oldest of the French firms, at 
one time had the basement of his 

shop filled with pictures by the great 
French impressionist, Claude Monet 
(‘ndoubtedly he was worried at one 
time or another, Kocian says, over this 
yreat stock of Monets, in which he had 
invested a great deal of money. Ulti- 
mately, of course, they brought prices 
on which the dealer made a very large 
profit. Similarly a dealer in Amster- 
dam contracted with an artist and for 
eight years bought all of his paintings 
and sold not a one of them. But 80 
confident was he, that at the artist's 
death. before the expiration of the con- 
tract, he bought up every other avail- 
able picture by this same artist. And 
eventually his confidence was justified 
and he reaped a generous profit. 

Kocian goes so far as to say, “Not 
a single modern artist has made a rep- 
utation without the aid of a dealer 

In the nature of his business, Ko- 
cian has to be a juggier of precarious 
temperaments. Artiste are uncertain 
quantities, temperamentally, he says 
And cellectors are more often than not 
autocratic, dominated by a sense of the 
vastness of their own knowledge of 
art. Often they bring him paintings. 
announcing they are by so-and-so, 
Turner or Rubens, or Franz Hails, seek- 
ing his opinion. Even though he rec- 
ognizes at once the spuriousness of 
the painting. he merely murmurs 
something polite and evasive. He 
knows that to dispute the identifica- 
tion at once would be to lose a good 
customer. Usually. these misguided 
souls discover their mistake when they 
attempt to have their paintings offi- 
cially expertized. : 

It takes a special kind of diplomacy, 
this job. But it is a form of dipio- 
macy which Kocian apparentiy enjoys 
exercising. He says, at any rate, that 
he is perfectly contented. entire'y 
happy in his life work

Death from heat exhaustion may 
Or may not be accompanied by a 
rise in body temperature—fever 
It may result, as already ex- 
plained, from the patient’s inabmfi- 
ity to fight disease and a hot wave 
at the same time, the heat merely 
hastening death from the disease. 
Sunstroke is a difterent matter en- 
tirely. In cases of sunstroke, the 
body temperature does rise. some- 
times to appalling heights. 
body is con- 
that under 
normal conditions, it can 
keep its temperature down to 
a fraction over 98 degrees. Even 
when outside temperature runs 
up well above 100, as it did 
repeatedly this summer, the body 
keeps (or should keep) its tem. 
perature at the normal level. It 
does this largely by means of per- 
Spiration, nature's cooling system. 
Sometimes something goes wrong 
with the cooling machinery. Per- 
Spiration stops or is not profuse 
enough to keep the body cool. It 
may be that the patient has eaten 
too heavily of heat-producing 
food and is producing more heat

of alcohol weak- 


ens and generally disorganizes all 
the body’s cooling machinery. Dr. 
Starkloff believes the drop in heat 
deaths this year as compared with 
1901 may be largely due not only 
to a somewhat less widespread use 
of alcohol, but also to the fact that 
people are more careful. about 
their eating. More of them have 
learned that liquid foods, salads 
and green vegetables produce less 
heat than roasts and steaks and 
other more solid articles of diet. 
Reports from markets and restau- 
rants support the belief that peo- 
ple do eat less in hot weather. 
Markets sold much less meat, but 
somewhat larger quantities of 
fresh vegetables such as tomatoes. 
celery and lettuce. 

Restaurant sales fel] off heavy- 
lly. According to an estimate 
made by the Childs Company, op- 
erators of Childs restaurants in 
many cities, the average person's 
appetite was reduced 19 percent 
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by the heat of July. The eati- 
mate was based on the company’s 
sales for the month which amount- 
ed to $2,050,150 as compared with 
$2.306,182 in July, 1929. That 
represented a drop of $256,032, or 
11.1 per cent. An indication that 
the decrease in business in July 
was caused almost entirely by the 
hot weather was offered by the in- 
crease in business on cool days of 
the month, according to officers of 
the company. 

Suffering from he&t and drouth 
probably was as great in St. Louis 
as in any other large city this 
summer, even 
though it may 
not have been as 
great as in 1901. 
It was particular- 
ly severe in quar- 
ters where large 
families are 
crowded into 


“i | two or three 


rooms. Both in extremely hot 
weather and extremely cold weath- 
er it is the poor who suffer first 
and last and longest. Breezes, 
when there are any breezes at all, 
find their way much easier to 
homes with wide lawn#e than they 
do to crowded tenements hidden 
behind skyscrapers and big ware- 
houses. A wide lawn cools off 
much faster at night than a blaz- 
ing pavement, and trees don't ab- 
sorb and radiate heat as do brick 
walls. Ventilation is sometimes 
pretty poor in downtown abodes. 
Big families sleeping in small 
quarters usually find even a 
comparatively ccol night stuffy. 
And contributing to further dis- 
comfort is the necessity for cook- 
ing their meals in the same quar- 
ters used for sieeping purposes. 
Many of the poor can’t afford gas 
or have to live in quarters which 
aren't equipped with gas mains, 
so they have to do their cooking 
with coal or wood, thereby rais- 
ing the temperature several de- 
grees more. During this summer's 
hottest spells many residents 
of the poorer sections siept 
as best they could on (floors, 


in doorways and on the ground. 
In one particular at least, St. 
Louis was more fortunately situ- 
ated than many other large cities 
for a battle with heat and drouth. 
That was in the matter of water 
supply. St..Louis did have an 
abundance of good water, due in 
considerable measure to the new 
bond issue waterworks plant on 
the Missouri River. This new plant 
supplied 55,000,000 gallons a day 
which spelled the difference be- 
tween plenty and a severe short- 
age. The total pumping capacity 
of the old Chain of Rocks plant is 
160,000,000 gallons a day, with an 
average of about 123,000,000. The 
average consumption of water 
during July was 163,000,000 gal- 
lons daily and around 180,000,000 
daily during the hottest weather. 
On one day the consumption, the. 
highest in the city’s history, was 
196,000,000 gallons. But with 
waterworks capable of producing 
220,000,000 gallons a day (the 
Missouri River plant’s total capa- 
city is 60,000,000) there was lit- 
tle to worry about unless the riv- 
ers themselves went dry. 
J vation might have been saved 
by diverting more water from 
the Great Lakes through the Chi- 
cago drainage system and the Illi- 
nois River. This emergency, 
however, seemed remote and St. 
Louis used all the water it liked. 
But without the new water- 
works, .things would have been 
different. First lawn sprinkling 
would have been barred, then the 
reservoir pressure would have 
been lowered and finally, if neces- 
sary, use of water by industries 
would have been limited. Conceiv- 
ably it might have been necessary 
to go back to the fabled system of 
baths only on Saturday night.
